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The officers of the Association are elected annually, on 
the recommendation of a nominating committee, com- 
posed of one from each State delegation represented, and 
one from the Medical Staff of the Army and Navy. The 
individuals so recommended are, on motion, elected by 
the Association before each annual adjournment. The 
officers of the present year were elected at the meeting of 
the Association held last May in Washington City. 

PROCEEDINGS OF THE OPENING DAY. 

The American Medical Association met in the Mechan- 
ics’ Institute, at 11 a. M. 

The President, Dr. W. O. Baldwin, of Alabama, occu- 
pied the chair, assisted by Vice Presidents Drs. George Men- 
denhall, of Ohio, and 8. M. Bemiss, of Louisiana. 

The Permanent Secretary, Dr. W. B. Atkinson, of Penn- 
sylvania, and Assistant Secretary, Dr. A. J. Semmes, of 
Georgia, were present. 

The President invited to seats on the platform Drs. War- 
ren Stone and A. Lopez, of New Orleans, aud ex-Presi- 
dents H. F. Askew, of Delaware, N. 8. Davis, of Illinois, 
and Alden March, of New York. 

The session was opened with prayer by Rev. Mr. Galla- 
her, of New Orleans. 

Dr. T. G. Richardson, of Louisiana, chairman of the 
Committee of Arrangements, welcomed the delegates to 
the city in an eloquent address. 

The President then delivered the annual address. 

Letters were read by the Permanent Secretary from Drs. 
S. D. Gross, of Pennsylvania, W. Byard and W. Canniff, 
of Canada, and R. A. Kinloch, chairman of the Medical 
Society of South Carolina, expressing regret at their ina- 
bility to be present on this occasion. 

On motion of Dr. Mussey, it was resolved that each State 
Medical Society be requesed to prepare an Annual Regis- 
ter of all the regular practitioners of medicine in their re- 
spective States, giving the name of the colleges in which 
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they may have graduated, and date of diploma or license. 
Special reports of committees were then made as fol- 
lows:

On Specialities in Medicine, and the Propriety of Special- 
ists Advertising, Dr. E. Lloyd Howard, Maryland, chair- 
man, reported and made the special order for Wednesday 
at 12 M. 

On Library of American Medical Works, Dr. J. M. Toner, 
District of Columbia, chairman, reported, and was, on mo- 
tion of Dr. Davis, made special order for Wednesday at 
lp. M. 

On the Best Method of Treatment for the DifferentForms 
of Cleft Palate,—Dr. J. R. Whitehead, N. Y., chairman. 
Reported and referred to section on Surgery. 

On Rank of Medical Men in the Navy—Dr. N. 8. Davis, 
Illinois, chairman, announced that their last year’s report 
was final, and committee was discharged. 

The report on Medical Ethics by Dr. D. Francis Condie, 
Pennsylvania, chairman, was read by Dr. Davis and adopt- 
ed. 

On American Medical Necrology—Dr. C. C. Cox, Mary- 
land, chairman, reported progress, and was continued on 
motion of Dr. Davis. Dr. Cox was authorized to fill all va- 
cancies on his committee. 

Voluntary communications were presented by Dr. Jos. 
Tones, of Louisiana, on Mollities Ossium, and referred to 
section on Surgery. 

A. Sayre. Referred to section on Hygiene. On Cases 
of Lead Palsy from use of Cosmetics, by Dr.. L. 
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On the Physiology and Chemistry of Longevity, by Dr. 
Cutler, of Mississippi. Referred to section on Hygiene. 

On the Protective and Preventive uses of Quinine, by Dr. 
S. Rogers, of New York. Referred to section on practical 
Medicine. 

On the Tonguein Malarious Diseases, by Dr. Osborn, of 
Alabama. Referred to section on Practical Medicine. 

On the Warm Cerebro-spinal Bathin the Treatment of 
congenital apnea, and on a newmethod of artificial respira- 
tion, by E. D. McDaniel, of Alabama. Referred to section 
on Practical Medicine. 

Reports on Climatology and Epidemics were received 
from Drs. Thomas, of New York; T. J. Heard, of Texas; 
F. W. Hatch, of California; E. A. Hildreth, of West Vir- 
ginia, which were referred to the section on Climatology and 
epidemics. 

On motion of Dr. Davis, the report on the revision of the 
plan of organization was made the special order for Wed- 
nesday, at 10 a. M. 

Near the hour of adjournment to-day Dr. Eve suggested 
that the many papers on education, ready to be offered, be 
laid before the Association on the next morning at 9 o’clock. 

Dr. Davis, of Chicago, moved that all such papers be re- 
ferred to a special committee of five. 

Dr. Eve seconded this motion, which being carried, the 
President appointed Drs. Davis, of Illinois; P. F. Eve, of 
Tennessee; E.S. Gaillard, of Kentucky; E. Lee Jones, of 
New York; and J. K. Bartlett, of Wisconsin. 

On motion adjourned until Wednesday at 9 a. M. 

The special feature of this day’s proceedings was the de- 
livery of the President’s address, which was universally 
commended and admired. 

SECOND DAY’S PROCEEDINGS. 


The attendance yesterday was much larger than on the 
first day. A number of arrivals had increased the person- 
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nel of the Association to near three hundred. The hall was 
well filled, and the same dignified deportment which had 
marked the deliberations of the members on the opening 
day was displayed on the second day. Much of the facility 
with which the deliberations were conducted yesterday, and 
the promptness with which action was taken upon the vari- 
ous resolutions, was, undoubtedly, due to the tact and prac- 
tical administrative knowlege displayed by President Bald- 
win. 

At 9a. M. Dr. W. O. Baldwin, the President, in the chair, 
called the meeting to order. 

A paper on “ Canula and the New Mode of Applying Lig- 
atures” was submitted by Dr. P. F. Eve (Tenn.), and was 
referred to the Section on Surgery. 

Dr. J. M. Bush, of Kentucky, offered the following reso- 
lution : 

Resolved, That a committee of five members be appointed 


by the chair, to take into consideration the subjects alluded 
to in the President’s address, and report at this meeting. 


This resolution having been adopted, the President se- 
lected as members of the committee Dr. Parvin, of Indiana, 
chairman; Dr. Toner, of the District of Columbia; Dr. Pol- 
lock, of Pennsylvania; Dr. Welch, of Texas; Dr. Seely, of 
Alabama. 


Dr. McPheeters, of Missouri, offered a communication 
from the Medical Association of that State, in reference to 
medical education. 

On motion of Dr. Toner, District of Columbia, it was 
referred to the special committee on that subject. 

Dr. Eve offered the minutes of the Medical Society of 
Tennessee, which was similarly referred. 

Dr. Gaillard, of Kentucky, offered the following pre- 
amble and resolutions, which were refered to the same 
committee : 


Wuergas, The medical teachers of America have, after 
atrial of twenty-two years, failed to meet satisfactorily and 
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efficiently the requirements of the great body of the profes. 
sion in regard to medical education ; and 

Wuereas, The condition of the profession is yearly be- 
coming more deplorable on account of the antagonistic and 
objectionable policy of medical schools, in making the 
amount of fees charged, rather than scientific teaching, the 
basis of competition ; and . 

Wuereas, To obtain professionally competent gradu- 
ates, sound and efficient teachers are indispensably necessa- 
ry; and 

Wuereas, Such teachers, to be found throughout the 
country, can not be induced to leave their homes without 
the assurance of competent remuneration ; and 


Whereas, Such remuneration can only be obtained by 
adequate fees charged, unless by a system of low fees the 
number of students be relied upon to make up the inevit- 
able pecuniary deficiency ; and 


Wuereas, Reliance upon numbers of students for this 
purpose deplorably crowds the already overcrowded profes- 
sional field, diminishing thereby individual income, judg- 
ment, experience, and skill, thereby compelling practition- 
ers to resort to other avocations as a source of supplement- 
al income; and 

Wuereas, This devotion to other pursuits destroys op- 
portunities for study and improvement, degrading thereby 
the status and standard of American physicians; and 

Wnhergas, The schools of New England, New York, 
Pennsylvania, Maryland, Virginia, South Carolina, Geor- 
gia, Missouri, Tennessee, Louisiana, Alabama, and Dis- 
trict of Columbia now charge comparatively remunerative 
fees; and 

Wuerstas, The low system of fees is charged only ina 
few of the Middle States, and can with advantage be made 
to conform to the rate of fees charged elsewhere ; and 

Wuereas, It is as unethical for colleges to underbid 
each other pecuniarily as it is for practitioners to do so ; 

Resolved, That hereafter no medical school in this coun- 
try, other than those fully endowed, be entitled to represen- 
tation in this Association, if the amount charged by such 
schools for a single course of regular lectures be less than 
one hundred and forty dollars. 
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Resolved, That all schools charging less than this sum 
are earnestly requesed by this association to advance their 
rates of fees to the amount mentioned. 

The report of Dr. Lee, of New York, the delegate to the 
Association of Superintendents of Insane Asylums, was 
offered and referred to the Section of Psychology. 

The report of Dr. Gross, of Pennsylvania, delegate to 
the Foreign Medical Association, was presented, together 
with the letter to Dr. Ehrenberg, was read and referred to 
the Committee of Publication. 

The time having arrived for consideration of revision of 
plan of organization, it was, on motion, taken up. 

A recess was taken to allow the selection of members of 
the Committee on Nominations. 

On re-assembling, the permanent Secretary announced 
the following as the Committee on Nominations:

Dr. Chaille, of Louisiana, submitted a proposition for a 
common medical nomenclature in the United States, taking 
as a model an official publication on the subject by the 
Royal College of Physicians, London, and offered the fol- 
lowing resolutions, which were adopted: 

Resolved, That a committee of five be appointed by the 
President, to report as soon as practicable to the present 
session of this association upon the following: 

1. The propriety of adopting, and using its influence to 
have adopted by the entire medical profession in the United 
States, the provisional “ Nomenclature of Diseases of the 
Royal College of Physicians.” 

2. On the practicability of having this nomenclature 
published in such manner as may render it easily and 
cheaply accessible to every member of the profession. 

3. To recommend such other practical measures for the 
action of this association as may be necessary to introduce 
this nomenclature into official (military, naval, etc.) and 
general use. 

The Chair appointed the following gentlemen as the com- 
mittee: Drs. Woodward, U. 8. A.; Houstis, of Alabama; 
F. G. Smith, of Pennsylvania, and Chaille, of Louisiana. 

The reports of the Committee of Publication, and the 
Treasurer, were read, accepted, and referred to the Com- 
mittee of Publication. 

On motion, the Committee on Nominations were permit- 
ted to retire for consultation. 

The special order for 12 being the report on Specialists, 
it was read by the Secretary, and, on motion of Dr. Sayre, 
the resolutions were adopted and the report referred to the 
Committee of Publication. 

‘The large number of arrivals has increased the personnel 
of the Association to near four hundred. 


Dr. L. P. Yandell, Jr., of Kentucky, introduced the fol- 
lowing resolution: 
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Resolved, That private handbills addressed to the mem- 
bers of the medical profession, or advertisements in news- 
papers, calling the attention of professional brethren to 
themselves as specialists, be declared in violation of article 
— of section — of the Code of Ethics of the American 
Medical Association. 

Dr. N. 8. Davis, of Illinois, said it had been the practice 
to publish cards in medical journals for the purpose of in- 
forming the medical fraternity that the advertiser devotes 
himself to special diseases. These cards were not so much 
for the information of the public as for the medical frater- 
nity. He hoped that, now the question was up, it would be 
discussed fully. 

Dr. L. P. Yandell, of Kentucky—We have allowed phy- 
sicians to violate the code of ethics by advertising in medi- 
cal journals that they are specialists in the treatment of 
certain diseases. In Europe they are stricter in regard to 
specialists than here. There, where a physician wins a rep- 
utation in the treatment of certain diseases, his professional 
brethren send cases to him for treatment, but advertisement 
is prohibited. If we are allowed to resort to advertise- 
ments, not as a question of merit, but of money, this asso- 
ciation should so declare. I am sure I am right in prin- 
ciple, and I want to get an expression from this association. 

Dr. Sayre, of New York—Let those who understand the 
best mode of treatment in special diseases instruct their 
professional brethren through the proper channels, as the 
honorable way of preferment, not by advertising as a mat- 
ter of dollars and cents. Let us look the matter square in 
the face, and sustain the resolution of Dr. Yandell. May 
my hand be paralyzed if I make any attempt to profit by 
advertising the knowledge I have attained in my profession. 

Dr. Mussey, of Ohio, moved to amend by inserting, “ or 
in medical journals.” 

This amendment was accepted. 

Dr. Davis, of Illinois—The question before us is one to 
settle the interpretation of the existing statute. The ques-

tion is whether that rule of ethics shall be enforced, pro- 
hibiting publication of cards calling attention of individu- 
als laboring under particular diseases. 

Dr. Yandell stated that he had preferred charges against 
a practitioner of Louisville for advertising himself as a spe. 
cialist in the newspapers, and for sending handbills to phy- 
sicians, but that the medical societies of that city not having 
sustained him, he brought this subject up for the action of 
this association. The question is, shall we associate with 
professional prostitutes and medical outlaws ? 

Dr. Yandell’s resolution was unanimously adopted. 

The Committee on Prize Essays reported as follows— 
their report being adopted: 

They have received but two essays—one upon “ The Phy- 
siological Effects and Therapeutical Uses of Atropia and its 
Salts;” the other upon “ Quinine as a Therapeutic agent.” 
They agree to present both of these essays to the associa- 


tion, and to recommend the award of a prize of one hun- 
dred dollars to each of them,

A., excludes all such practitioners from recognition by the 
regular profession. 


This resolution was unanimously adopted. 
On motion, the Association adjourned until Thursday, at 
9A. M. 
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THIRD DAY, THURSDAY, MAY 6, 1869. 


The proceedings of yesterday were undoubtedly the most 
important held since the opening of the session. The re- 
ports of special committees—some of them bearing upon 
questions vital to the interest of medical science— were read 
and appropriately acted upon. Among the ablest reports 
was that on President Baldwin’s address, and one from the 
Committee on Medical Education. We give the former; 
but we regret that the great length of the latter prevents us 
from publishing, at this time,even a summary. We should 
judge that much was done yesterday toward defining clearly 
the position to be assumed during the coming year by the 
association. Many of the technical reports are of a high 
order of ability. 

Dr. Baldwin, President, in the chair; Dr. 8. M. Bemiss 
and Dr. Mendenhall, Vice Presidents. 

Reading of the minutes was dispensed with. 


On Dr. Parvin’s report of Committee on President’s Ad- 
dress, your committee desire to present the following report : 


“We cannot refrain, before entering upon the consid era- 
tion of the plan recommended by the President for the 
improvement of medical education, gladly expressing our 
high appreciation of the general tone of this address, of the 
broad and catholic spirit which pervades it, finding expres- 
sion in earnest and eloquent words—in brief, we believe 
the address worthy the perusal of every member of the 
profession, in that it was worthy the memorable occasion, 
and is worthy of a place in the annals of medicine. 

“On the other hand, we cannot refrain, with sadness be it 
said, from acknowledging the truth of the terrible allega- 
tions made against the present condition of medical educa- 
tion, and the little success attending the efforts for improve- 
ments in such connection, made during a score of years. 


“The special recommendation made by the President is 
in these words:

“¢T would advise that we appoint a committee of our 
wisest and best men to digest a plan for one or more Na- 
tional Medical Schools, and to memorialize Congress in 
behalf of the enterprise. Let the plan embrace as a basis 
the features presented by the Cincinnati Convention of 
Teachers; let these schools or universities confer such dis. 
tinctions and privileges as will be proportionate to the supe- 
riority they demand, and such as will make the attainment 
of their diploma an object of the ambition of those who 
engage in the study of medicine; let the choice be open to 
all aspirants, and the appointment or election of professors 
so guarded as to secure the very highest talent, the most 
profound learning, with the most fully demonstrated ca- 
pacity for teaching. Make the salaries of the professors 
large, and not to depend upon the number of students; and 
let the Federal Government assume a proper share of the 
expenses incurred.’ 

Your committee express their hearty approval of this 
general plan, but suggest that the effort at first should be 
for the establishment of but a single school, as more feas- 
ible, and beside, one such institution would be a model 
which other medical colleges might in time be induced to 
imitate in extent, duration and thoroughness of teaching, 
in rigidness of requirements for the degree of M. D. 

‘‘ We likewise desire to say that when the details of this 
general plan are thrown into form, there should be the am- 
plest security against the places and the power of such 4 
medical college as designed, ever falling into the hands ofpol- 
iticians or the proteges of politicians. Medicine is higher 
than politics; broader than political creeds and party plat- 
forms. 

‘“‘In conclusion, your committee reiterate the recommen¢- 
ation of the President as to the appointment of a committee 
for the special purposes referred to.”

Dr. Davis read report of meeting of editors, and pre- 
sented the following from the Association of American 
Medical Editors : 


To the American Medical Association: I have been in- 
structed to announce to your honorable body, that those 
members of your association in attendance at this annual 
meeting, after proper consultation, have effected a perma- 
nent organization with the title of “ The Association of 
American Medical Editors.” The objects of this organiza- 
tion are the cultivation of friendly relations; mutual assist- 
ance; community of effort and views, where possible, in a 
system of receiving foreign exchanges, and sending our 
own journals abroad; concert of action in support of im- 
provement in the present system of medical education, and 
of a higher standard of preliminary attainments for those 
who propose to enter upon the study of medicine; in pro- 
posing laws for the proper registration of births, marriages 
and deaths; in collecting the names of all the regular prac- 
titioners in the several States; and in promoting generally 
the value and efficiency of our periodical medical literature. 
The association thus formed is to hold its annual sessions 
on the day preceding the annual meetings of this body, and 
in the same localities. Dr. Mitchell, of New Orleans, is 
the Permanent Secretary, and Dr. J. B. Lindsley, of Nash- 
ville, Tenn., the Assistant Secretary. Congratulating your 
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honorable body on the establishment of another organized 
power within the ranks of your noble profession,

In the case of a special violation of the code in Louis. 
ville, Kentucky, Dr. Gaillard desired to remove an unfortu- 
nate and incorrect impression created in the minds of the 
members of the Association by one of the delegates from 
Louisville (Dr. Yandell), in regard to a failure on the part 
of two medical societies in that city to meet promptly and 
fully and alleged breach of the code of ethics on the part 


of one of the members of. these societies. 
Dr. Gaillard stated that he was satisfied Dr. Yandell had 


no intention of creating a false impression in this connec- 
tion. The gentleman against whom charges had been pre- 
ferred was a German of professional proficiency, who re- 
cently arrived, and, ignorant of the code of ethics, had ad- 
vertised himself as a specialist in the daily papers, and had 
sent private handbills to professional men. As soon as this 
gentleman was apprised of his fault, he had promptly with- 
drawn his advertisement from the daily papers and had 
ceased sending his handbills mentioned. The medical so- 
cieties of Louisville decided that though there had been a 
breach in the letter of the code of ethics, the gentleman 
arraigned had no intention of doing what was professional- 
ly wrong. These societies, therefore, declined to expell the 
member against whom these charges had been preferred. 
Dr. Gaillard thought it due to those societies and to the 
gentleman offending, that this explanation should go upon 


the records.

Dr. Hiram Corliss, of Washington county, New York, a 
delegate from the New York Medical society to this con- 
vention, was formally presented to the delegates, and in 
response spoke briefly of the history and condition of the 
medical society represented by him.

from Dr. Wright, of Chatham, and other gentlemen, unable 
to be present at the convention, were read. 


PRACTICAL MEDICINE AND EPIDEMICS. 

A report was then read from the committee on practical 
medicine and epidemics by Dr. E. P. Cook, of Mendota, the 
chairman. The committee premise their report with the 
statement that, in their search for information they had ad- 
dressed printed circulars to physicians in every county in 
the state, but had only received three or four answers. For 
this reason the report of the committee would not be as full 
as might be desired. The report considered that in the 
large cities of the state, sufficient attention is perhaps de- 
voted to the sanitary laws, though in almost all the com- 
munities there exists a necessity for a more accurate regis- 
tration of births, deaths, and marriages. One fact of inter- 
est to the profession during the year was a marked change 
in the nature of the diseases from those that have prevailed 
during the same time for many years. In regard to the 
climatology, it was stated that the year had opened with an 
extended drought which, toward the middle, was followed 
by heavy rains, which in turn gave place to a season of very 
hot weather. During this heated term, cases of coup de soleil 
had been not unfrequent. In this regard the committee re- 
gretted the fact that the nature of and best immediate 

23 
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remedies for this class of the causes of death had not re. 
ceived the attention of the profession that their importance 
demanded. Even the best authorities were divided in opin- 
ion upon the subject. The committee recommended the 
theme to the serious consideration of the convention. 

Another point noticed in the report was the prevalence 
of malarious fevers, during the months of September and 
November. In the neighborhood of Princeton, a species of 
this class of fevers, described as typho-malarial, had been 
noticed in a marked form, and in the case of a large number 
of sufferers. The committee spoke at length of the diag- 
nosis of the disease, as contrasted with ordinary typhoid 
and scorbutic fevers, and the best medical agents to be used. 

The report, which closed with much valuable informa 
tion, was then, on motion, accepted, and referred to the 
committee on publication. 

ANNUAL ASSESSMENTS. 

On motion, the annual assessments of the society were

EPIDEMICS. 


A supplemental report upon the subject of practical 
medicine and epidemics was then read by Dr. D. L. Jewell 
of Watseka, of the committee. The gentleman confined 
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his report chiefly to a sketch of the extent and nature of 
scarlet fever epidemic, which had characterized the past 
year, in the eastern portion of Iroquois county. The symp- 
toms of several individual patients were described and com- 
mented upon, and the remedies employed stated. Dr. 
Jewell, however, read his paper so indistinctly that it was 
very difficult for any one not in his immediate vicinity to 
hear the nature of his remarks. The epidemic he noticed 
in Iroquois county commenced in the month of February, 
1868, and rapidly spread throughout the district. 

The report was, on motion, received and referred to the 
committee on publication. 


A VISIT TO THE HOSPITALS. 


On motion, the convention resolved to visit the several 
medical colleges and hospitals, from which invitations had 
been received, as a society, the time of the visits to be de- 
termined upon by the committee of arrangements.

He warmly advo- 
cated the system of keeping record of all cases in obstet- 
rics, attended by the physician, inasmuch as the testimony 
of a number of witnesses would tend much to clear away 
many existing difficulties. In the course of his report, the 
speaker cited many cases of professional interest which had 
come beneath the experience of himself, and other physi- 
cians with whom he had been associated. A delegate mov- 
ed that the report be accepted, and referred to the publica. 
cation committee. 

The motion, after a few remarks by Dr. Corliss, of New 
York, narrating certain difficult obstetrical cases attended 
by him, was carried.

On motion of Dr. Davis, of Chicago, the order for the 
first hour of this morning’s session, was determined to be 
the exhibition of surgical apparatus for treating fractures 
of the leg, femur, head of humerus, olecranon process, and 
lower jaw, by Dr. E. A. Clark, of St. Louis. 


STAPHYLORAPHY. 

Dr. Moses Gunn, of Chicago, the committee on staphy- 
loraphy, then read a report upon the subject, premising his 
remarks by the regret that no extended information could 
be obtained upon the subject. It was first practiced, though 
unsuccessfully, by a German physician in 1817. Two years 
later, another European practitioner, though unaware of 
the previous operation in Germany, performed it successful- 
ly. A little later, the elder Warren of Boston, also igno- 
rant of the above named efforts, was successful in the same 
operation. All these cases, however, simply involved the 
closure of the partial fissures in the palate, and it was not 
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until some years later, that Dr. J. Mason Warren, a son of 
the above named surgeon, planned a successful operation 
for the closure of a complete fissure in the arch. In con. 
tinuing his report, the gentleman cited many cases report 
ed to him by some of the leading surgeons of the country, 
and three that had come under his own experience ; though 
in the latter, and in many of the former cases, no improve- 
ment to articulation was achieved. 

Dr. Corliss, of New York state, cited the case of an oper. 
ation performed by Dr. Buck, of New York, in which, af- 
ter the operation, the patient was afforded the means of 
speech by an artificial palate made by a dentist. Dr. Buck, 
the speaker considered, was probably the most successful 
exponent of plastic surgery in the world. 

Dr. N.S. Davis, of Chicago, did not consider that in this 
case the improvement to speech was due to the surgical op- 
eration of Dr. Buck, so much as to the artificial instrument 
supplied by the dentist. 

The report of Dr. Gunn was then referred to the com- 
mittee on publication. 


REMOVAL OF CATARACT. 


A volunteer report upon the methods of increasing suc- 
cess in the removal of cataracts from the eye was read by 
Dr. J. 8. Hildreth, of Chicago, and referred to the commit- 
tee on publication.

The apparatus of Dr. Clarke was explained in detail, and 
appeared to give general satisfaction to all the gentlemen 
present. 

In reply to the question from Dr. Corliss, of New York, 
Dr. Clarke said that he did not believe in the value of starch 
bandages in cases of compound fractures of the leg unless 
the fracture be oblique, and there is no shortening.

DRUGS AND MEDICINES. 

Dr. N. 8. Davis, of Chicago, chairman of the committee 
on drugs and medicines, read the report of that committee 
upon the subject. The report was of an able and explan- 
atory character, embracing the improvements that had been 
effected during the year, in the introduction of new reme- 
dial agents, and also to notice the practice of the adultera- 
tion of drugs. 

After a brief discussion regarding the relative merits of 
peroxide of hydrogen, mentioned in the report as a power- 
ful agent in adding oxygen to the blood, and thereby 
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imparting vitality to the system; and the permanganate of 
potash, which has been used to produce the same 
effect, with marked success by several gentlemen present, 
the convention adjourned until afternoon.

accepted the invitation of Dr. N. 8. Davis, and visited him 
with their ladies, at his residence on Wabash avenue.

LAST DAY’S SESSION THURSDAY, MAY 20, 1869. 


The Illinois State Medical society re-assembled in the 
council chamber of the court house, Dr. 8. F. Trowbridge, 
president of the society, in the chair. 


REMEDIES. 


Dr. D. Ingalls read a paper on “ Remedies,” which was 
. principally a plea in favor of assisting rather than inducing 
nature to the work of restoration. In this connection he 
strongly denounced the exploded barbarities which obtained 
with old-time surgeons, and deprecated the use of sanguin- 
ary measures in the treatment of disease as unwarranted 
by the present condition of science. The prejudice cher- 
ished in almost every family, in favor of simple but strong 
cathartics, was also reproved. He preferred to aid the or- 
gans of the human system, in their efforts to repair the 
ravages of disease, rather than to ignore this subtle process, 
and to interfere violently with instruments or drugs. The 
address was very well received by the meeting, and was re- 
ferred to the committee of publication. 


NECROLOGY. 


Dr. J. H. Hollister, of the committee on necrology, pre- 
sented his mortuary report, from which it appeared that 
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only one of the members of the original society, organized 
nineteen years ago in Springfield, was alive. The doctor 
then paid brief tributes to the memories of several of the 
illustrious dead, commencing with the obituary of Prof. B. 
W. Herrick, first president of the society. 
The report was referred to the committee on publication. 
ANESTHETICS. 


Dr. E. Andrews presented a report on the comparative 
merits of the various anesthetics known to the professsion. 
He declared that nitrous oxide gas was the safest and pleas- 
antest of all, but that its effects were too temporary to be 
useful in a protracted surgical operation. 

An animated debate followed, in which Drs. Gunn, Fitch, 
Hildreth, Andrews, Ingalls and Hollister participated, each 
submitting cases which had come under his cognizance. 


INSANITY. 


Dr. R. J. Patterson, of Batavia, who had prepared a pa- 


per on the legal conditions of insanity, having left by an 
early train, his essay was read by the Secretary. It was a 
dissertation upon the legal points involved in every case of 
lunacy, and the state laws with reference to lunatic asy- 
lums. The paper was referred to the committee on publi- 
cation. 

A VOTE OF THANKS. 

A vote of thanks was then tendered to the common 
council, the city physicians, and the officers of the society. 
ADJOURNMENT. 

The meeting then adjourned sine die. 


Proceedings of the Chicago Medical Society. 
Fripay Evenrne, April 30th, 1869. 
Regular weekly meeting of the society, President Bogne 
inthe chair. Exhibition of pathological specimens being 
in order, Vice President Schmidt presented several pieces 
of comminuted bone, from the elbow-joint of aman. The 
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fracture involved the condyles of the humerus as also 
the head of the radius and olécranon of the ulna. Resec- 
tion of the bones was accomplished with the chain saws, 
eighteen months since. The patient, a musician, has re- 
gained good use of his arm. The doctor thinks where the 
olecranon or other bony prominences are left in the wound, 
the cure is retarded. 


Dr. Wanzer reported a case of fracture of the ex 
ternal condyle of the humerus, and a part of the shaft; 
that after removing the comminuted bones, the limb 
was dressed at right angles; that active inflammation 
supervened; that so great was the sensibility of the part 
and irritability of the patient, that passive motion was pre- 
vented without anesthesia; that bony anchylosis was the 
result, but the patient has very good use of his arm. 

Dr. Danforth asked if we ought not to expect from surgery 
better results than anchylosis in such cases. 

Dr. Bogue thinks anesthetics are indicated that with 


them occasional passive motion should be attempted, to 
prevent permanent anchylosis. 


Dr. Loverin thinks the rectangular position correct; that 
where such extreme sensibility of the part exists, that 
passive motion need not be persisted in. 


Dr. Wanzer reported a case of hydrocele involving the left 
halfofthe scrotum. The patient had been suffering five years 
until its size became inconvenient, and the traction upon 
the cord was very painful; a quart of liquid was evacuated 
with the canula, and a seton passed through the aperture 
and above. The parts have contracted to nearly their nor- 
mal size, and we hope the cure is radical. 

Dr. Toverein is in favor of iodine injected into the sac; 
has seen adhesive inflammation and contraction follow. 

Dr. Bogue stated he had used the iodine with occasional 
benefit, but had found operation by incision always a radical 
cure. His method is to lay the sac freely open. 
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Dr. Wanzer reported a case of double hydrocele, which 
he had tapped several times, and was afterward cured radi- 
cally by incision. 

On motion, Society adjourned. 


Cuicaao, May 7, 1869. 

Regular weekly meeting of the society, President Bogue 
in the chair. 

The discussion for the evening being in order—What is 
the pathology and best treatment for cystitis, both acute 
and chronic ? 

Dr. Quales stated that the causes most frequent were 
traumatic, viz.: by ,the maladroit use of instruments, blis- 
ters, hemorrhoids, and foreign bodies in the bladder, stric- 
ture urethra, or fistula in ano. It may be acute or chronic. 
The treatment in the acute form should be more local than 
general, viz.: warm baths, enemas, and the recumbent pos- 
ture. In the chronic stage, bal. copaiba, the terebinthi- 
nates, and decoctions buchu. The diet should be light in 
the acute, but more supporting in the chronic variety. 

Dr. Paoli stated that there were few practitioners of ten 
years’ standing but had seen cystitis; that the causes of the 
acute form are often cold, with those who work in low, 
damp localities; the causes of the chronic were gravel, 
stricture urethra, and fistula; that the disease was often 
overlooked. The symptoms are tenacious mucus in the 
urine, painful micturition, pain over the pubis, and general 
debility. He recommends decoction uva ursi and injections 
of tepid water into the bladder. 

Dr. Reid said his experience in the traumatic variety was 
limited, but has treated many cases of the chronic variety ; 
reported a case in an old lady, who passed much tenacious 
mucus. There was frequent micturition, urine often 
bloody. She was much debilitated, but finally recovered ; 
that she afterward relapsed in consequence of intemperance, 
and the doctor withdrew from the case. He treated her

first with bal. copaiba and black drop, and found benefit 
from decoction uva ursi. Where there were bloody dis- 
charges he used the terebinthinates, with tinct. opii; had 
resorted to ferruginous tonics, laxatives, anodynes, supposi- 
tories, injections of solution plumbi acetas into the bladder. 

Dr. Danforth stated that, in the acute form, his treatment 
was both local and general. Locally, the hot bath, fomenta- 
tions of hops and opium over the bowels; internally, lin- 
seed tea, the watery solution of opium and belladonna, with 
occasional saline purgatives. In the chronic form, had used 
ergot. Where the discharges were pus and mucus, used 
acid nitric, with opiates and vescical injections of argent. 
nitras, grs. 2 to 1 pint water. Had used tonics and stimu- 
lants, and had found the disease very obstinate. 

Dr. Bogue stated he had found in acute cystites the hot 
hip bath beneficial; also washing out the bladder with 
tepid water, suppositories of morphia and belladona into the 
rectum, with fomentations over the bowels beneticial. The 
bowels should be kept soluble; in the chronic variety thinks 
the hypertrophy and inflammatory condition not always 
permanently relieved, and the disease is liable to return. 
He says the measures he adopts are injections in the blad- 
der of weak solution argent. nitras, cupri sulphas or zinci. 
The causes of the disease are stone or other foreign bodies 
in the bladder; thinks radical cure may be accomplished 
by opening the bladder, allowing it to be at rest; says 
cystitis in old people is generally caused by enlarged 
prostate. In such cases the catheter is the remedy. with 
injections of tepid water into the bladder. Where stricture- 
urethra is the cause to relieve the stricture. 

Dr. Paoli stated that it was difficult to introduce the 
catheter in old people, where the disease had lasted many 
years in consequence of hemorrhage, and that the coats o! 
the bladder had degenerated.

OBITUARY. 





DIED—Jzrome Buckner Eacserr, M. D., son of Captain Louis J. Egbert, in 
Henry, Marshall county, Ill., May 14, 1869, aged 27 years, 5 months, 1 day. 
Dr. Egbert studied two years with Dr. J. W. Gordon, of Georgetown, Ohio, 
during which time he attended one course of lectures in one of the Ohio 
schools of medicine, in Cincinnati. When the war broke out in 1861, he 
enlisted in company C, 59th Regiment Ohio Volunteer Infantry, and was im- 
mediately made Hospital Steward at Camp Dennison, at which place he took 
tick and was discharged. In 1862 he enlisted as Hospital Steward of the 
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79th Ohio Volunteer Infantry, and served during the war in that capacity, 
going from Nashville to the sea, and at the end of the war received an hon- 
orable discharge. His father, in the meantime, having moved to Metamora 
Woodford county, Ill., Dr. Jerome turned his face westward, and, during the 
year 1865, spent the last year of his studentage in the office of Drs. J. 8. and 
Z. H. Whitmire, in Metamora, Ill. During the winter of 1865-66, he at- 
tended his last course of lectures in Rush Medical College, Chicago, IIL, 
where, in the spring of 1866, he received the degree of Doctor of Medicine, 
In the spring of the same year he settled in Henry, Marshall county, II1., in 
company with Dr. Charles Baker, an eminent practitioner, where he has re- 
mained ever since till his death. Dr. Egbert, during the three years in 
Henry, made himself an enviable reputation asa surgeon and practitioner 
of medicine. He was esteemed by the profession as a rising man and “a 
bright, particular star” in the field of science. 

By the wealthy, he was esteemed as an estimable citizen; by the poor, he 
was reckoned their reliance in times of need ; and by the philanthropist, he 
was esteemed for his many virtues and good qualities of head and heart. 

When the world lost him, it was like a planet that has flitted from its orbit 
and ceased to shine upon the earth. 

He will be taken to Georgetown, Ohio, and laid by the side of his sainted 
mother. 

Peace be to his ashes, and may his virtues and example never fade from 
the memory of those who knew him.
